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Continuation of 13. Other: The withdrawn claims 1-28 must be cancelled. Claims 29-31 present a new issue in that the "thinness" in 
relation to the "presenting of visible panty lines" is a relative limitation in that a thicker pair of pants, such as jeans, would not show a panty 
line. A thinner pair of pants would more easily show lines with a pad thinner than one for jeans. Thereofre, the new language does not 
properly define the pad "thinness". The specific thinness range of the pads as disclosed in th eoriginal specification must be claimed to 
over come the prior art. . 
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
